"'Many of us older orange growers 


have been frozen three times and have, 
in a financial aenio, thrown away a quar- 
ter of a century of our lives on Florida 
orange groves. We have hud a great 
amount of experience, but we are all ae 
poor and poorer than we were ycara ago. 
So an association of growers hua sent us 
to California to apy out the land for 
them. We shall not tempt climate any 
longer with lemona and 
oranges in 


Florida, and if wo lind things in Cali- 
fornia to be OB they A fa represented and 
as we see them now, tbcro will GOOD be 
a good immigration here from the Evnr 
glade etatc. 


"You see we know no industry but 


fruit growing, and nt out age wo can 
leiirn no new business. So we e«ek new 
ami safer fields for orange culture. \Ve 
mean to look over the Pomona valley 
this week anil then go on to He Hands, 
San Gabriel and Santa Aim next week. 
We may go t? Oroville anil view the 
northern citrus belt in 
about two 


weeks."
